The terms of reference of this Sub - Committee will be as follows : 


(i) To go into all matters connected with the administration of sales tax and all other taxes in State : 


( ii) To conduct detailed study /examination in behalf of item (i) above with a view to suggesting 

suitable modification rationalisation of the existing tax structure in the State for raising 
additional revenue from various taxes, particularly sales tax , 


3. The term of this Sub - Committee will be for 3 months from the date of issue of this notification 
but the Government may , by express order, extend the period or dissolve or reconstitute the Sub - Committee at 
any time, if so desire . 


4. The Sub -Committee will meet as and when its work may require . 


5. Three members will form the quorum of the meeting . 
6. The Headquarters of the Sub - Committee will be at Chandigarh . 

7. The members of the Sub - Committee will draw Travelling Allowance and daily /halting allowance 
as under : 

(a ) The Legislators in their ex -officio capacity under the Punjab Legislative Assembly (Allowances of 

Members ) Act, 1942 and the rules made thereunder as in force or as may be amended 
hereafter. 


(b ) Non -official members other than M.L.A.S will draw one 1st Class Railway fare plus incidental 

allowances and road mileage as admissible to a 1st grade Government employee drawing a pay 
of Rs 1,000 and Rs, 9.00 / 11.25 /13.50 in plains-hills/special hill tracks as daily allowance, the 
other conditions laid down in Punjab T.A. rules for Government employees will also apply to 
journeys performed by non - official members except where otherwise provided . 


(c ) The Travelling Allowance for attending meetings of the Sub- Committee will beallowed to the 

members from the permanent place of residence to the place of meeting . If, however, themembers 
attends a meeting from a place otier than a place of his permanent residence , T.A.will be allowed 
to him either from the place of his residence or from where he attends the meeting, whichever is 
less . 


(d ) The T.A. and D.A. will be admissible to non -official members (other than M.L.A.s ) on the 

production of a certificate to tie effect thatno T.A. in respect of the journey or D.A. for the period 
mentioned in the bill has been or will be claimed by him from any other official source . 


(e) The Secretary , Haryana Vidhan Sabha , will be the Controlling Officer for the purpose of counter 

signing the travelling allowance and halting allowance bills of the M.L.A :s of the the Sub 
Committee . The Chief Secretary to Government, Haryana, will be the Controlling Officer 
for countersigning the T.A. bills of non - official members (other than M.L.A.s ). 


8. The expenditure on account of T.A.bills of the members of the Legislatụre and non -official members 
other than M.L.A.s. will be debited to the budget grant under the head " 19_ -General Administration - 6 - Secre- . 
tariat and attached officers (L )-Civil Secretariat - Travelling Allowance" .
